- -Teamsters’ Union Calls Out the
tireat-Railread Laborers.

TWO OF THE CONTRACTORS SETTLE,

— e e

Doe & Co. and A, Bruner & Co. Agree to &
Nine-Hour Day at 8$1.65,
The differencea between the stniking

members of the Teamsters’ and Shovelers'
Union and countractors Doe and Sullivan,
of the Alabama-sireet sewer, and Bruoner,
who Las 8 nomber of jobs in various parts
of the eity, have been settled.

The contractors have agreed to pay £1.65
for a day of nine hours, and the members
of the union bave agreed to work nine
hours tor that sum snd have withdrawn

their demand for eight hours, The settle-
ment was made about 9 o'clock yesterday
morning at Union Hall, opposite the court-
house, sud the signature of Mayor
Sallivan appears as witnesa to it.

The agreement entered into between the
parties named does not apply generally to
th® countractors of the city. The econtrac-
torsnamed do not belong to the Contrac-
tors’ Club, and the members of it say that
whatever thess men may do does not in
any way intloence them. Tbe situation
over the city yesterday was one ol pretiy
general quiet., The strikers have won a
partial vietory with two of the contractors,

but with the others they have made no
headway.

Early yesterday morning s large ecrowd
of the street workmen gatheged around the
union hall, where it had been promised
them that a settlement would be reached.
They stood around the door and outon the
sidewalk, and seemed blindly impressed
with the idea that had been ivocul-
cated into them by their leaders, which
was that they had but to ask for what they
wanted and it would be given them. it
had been announced that Mayor Sullivan
would be present at the morning meeting,
and all were anxiously waiting for him.
He came about ¥ o'clock, being driven up
in a closed carriage, and went at once to
the hall. He was, possibly, the only man
who was admitted within the doors without
being a memuver of the union, every one alse
who applied for admission being compelled
to give the countersign and show his mem-
bership card before he wes given access,

The meeting within did not last very
long. Speeches were made by members of
the union and those representing the oon-
tractors, and the result was the drawing
up of the following resolutions, which
were signed by all interested:

Agreement made this 17th day of May, 1803,
between Charles Doe & Co., A. Bruner & Co. and
the Teamsaters’, Bhovelers’ and Street Pavers'
Union, witnesaeth:

That said Charles Doe & Co. and A, Bruner &

Co. will pay their common labor the sum of $1.65

This
agrecwent shall be in force during 18U,

It is further understood, everythiug else being

equal, that preference shall be given to union
labor.

This agreement is binding when approved by

Grounds—Model of the Kearsarge,

A. R. badge, fifteen feet in length, one
of the W, R. C., of the same size, and a de-
sign reading, “Weloome, G. A. R.” in six-
foot letters, covering a space of thirty feet
in length, and one of the natiooal flag, 12
by 18 feet 1 size. This will be located in
the south part of the Statebouse grounds,
and will require several thousand plants
The work of arranging these novel flower
beds wili begin at once, The work will be
done under the direction of the Floriate’
Clab, the gontract with them requiring
that they shall give attention to the culti-
vation and care of the flower beds through-
out the summer.

Arrangements bhave also been made by
the executive director with Custodian
Griffin, of the Statehouse, for locatinag on
the grounds west of the Capitol the model
of the Kearsarge. It is important that this
shonld be at some central point. In Wash-
ington it was located in the White House
grounds, and here the grounds east of the
Statehouse seem to be the most suitable in
the central part of the city. The construo-
tion and rigging of the Kearsarge will oe-
cupy about two months of time, and the
work on it will probably be begun about
the 1st of July.
